Sierra Madreans went hog wild today and 
squealed with glee when 1983 Groundhog King and 
Queen, Ross and Jayne Tyree, crowned the new 
royal duo at the 2nd annual Ground Hog Day 
celebration. 

Rudy Hartman, unofficial weatherman for the 
Sierra Madre News, and Gertrude Gerke, Ms. 
Sierra Madre who jumped out of the cake at the 
New Year’s Eve party, both octogenarians, are 
the 1984 king and queen. Both have also reigned 
as Citizen of the Year, Rudy in 1970 and Gertrude 


Within the past two years these two octo¬ 
genarians have worked rings around most people 
half their age. They are known in the community 
for their volunteer work. 

Rudy, a dedicated Trojan fan, is president of 
Kiwanis Club this year after having been a mem¬ 
ber since its organization. 

He graduated in 1916 from USC as a registered 
pharmacist and still keeps books for the store 
even though he has been retired for a number of 
years.

Open community meeting Mar. 8 


The Parking Committee is announcing an 
open meeting for Mar. 8, at 7 p.m. in the 
Council Chambers for the purpose of gathering 
information from citizens who have concerns or 
suggestions about the downtown parking district. 
All are invited to participate. 

Last Tuesday’s meeting of the Parking Com¬ 
mittee featured presentations by Chief Bill Betts 
and City Administrator Jim McRea about Sierra 
Madre’s downtown parking problems. 

Chief Betts asked that any citizens who would 
like to contribute their time on a regular basis 


should contact his office. The Police Dept, will 
provide the necessary training and equipment to 
delegate individuals who would be qualified to issue 
parking warnings and permits. 

The committee also reviewed the results of a 
door-to-door survey which was conducted to deter¬ 
mine the parking requirements of each business 
in town. Committee discussions revolved around 
creating a new parking lot, restriping, landscaping 
and lighting existing lots, and making proper 
signage to help newcomers locate the lots behind 
stores.

Two-Earner 
Deduction 
Doubled for 1983 

Married couples who work are due 
for more tax relief, the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service said. 

The Economic Recovery Act of 1981 
provided a deduction for two-earner mar¬ 
ried couple for up to $3,000 in 1983, 
double the maximum amount allowed 
last year, further reducing the so-called 
Marriage Tax Penalty. 

For 1983, the IRS said, working 
coules will be able to subtract ten per¬ 
cent of the lower paid spouse’s earnings 
(minus certain deductions), to a top ex¬ 
clusion of $3,000. 

The IRS reminded taypayers that 
they may take this exclusion on either 
Form 1040A or 1040. It is not neces¬ 
sary to itemize deductions to take ad¬ 
vantage of this benefit. 

Form 1040 filers should complete 
and attach Schedule W to their returns 
to claim this benefit. Form 1040A filers 
shoiuld use Part III of Schedule 1, found 
in the short form tax package.__

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE DELETING SEC 
TION 5012 AND ADDING SECTIONS 
5100 THROUGH 5112, ARTICLE V, 
CHAPTER 1 

The City Council of the City of Sierra 
Madre docs hereby ordain as follows: 

SECTION I. Section 5012 of the Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code is hereby deleted. 

SECTION 2. Section 5100 of the Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code is added to read 
as follows: 

Section 5100 Declaration of Policy. 

It is hereby declared to be the policy 
of the City, in the exercise of its auth¬ 
ority, that the peace, health, safety and 
welfare of the citizens of Sierra Madre 
require protection from excessive, un¬ 
necessary and unreasonable noises from 
all sources in the community. At cer¬ 
tain levels, noises are detrimental to the 
health and welfare of the citizenry and 
it is therefore the intention of the City 
to control the adverse effect of such 
noises and sources on the citizenry, 
especially those conditions of use which 
have severe impact upon any person. 

Section 5101 Definitions. For the pur¬ 
pose of this chapter, the words and 
phrases used in this chapter are defined 
as follows: 

(a) “Doclbsl” The decibel is a unit 
measure of sound (noise) level 
relative to a standard reference 
sound on a logarithmic scale. It 
denotes the ratio between two quan¬ 
tities which are proportional to 
power; the number of decibels 
corresponding to the ratio of two 
amounts of power is ten times the 
logarithm to the base of ten, of 
this ratio. 

(b) "Precision Sound L«v«l Motor” 

This is a device for measuring 
sound level in decibel units within 
the performance specifications in 
the American National Standards 
Institute Standard SI.4, “Specifica¬ 
tion for Sound Level Meters." 

(c) "Sound Lovol” expressed in de- 
cibles (db ) is a logarithmic indi¬ 
cation of the ratio between the 
acoustic energy present at a given 
location and the lowest amount of 
acoustic energy audible to sensitive 
human ears and weighted by fre¬ 
quency to account for character¬ 
istics of human hearing, as given 
in the American National Stand¬ 
ards Institute SI.I, “Acoustic 
Terminology,” paragraph 2.9, or 
successor reference. All references 
to db in this chapter utilize the 
A-level weighting scale,abbreviated 
db , measured as set forth in this 
section. 

(d) "A” Lovol “A” level means the 
total sound level of all noise as mea¬ 
sured with a sound level meter 
using the "A" weighting network. 
The unit is the db . 

(e) "Noloo Lovol" is the maximum 
continuous sound level of repeti¬ 
tive peak level produced by a 
source or group of sources as 
measured with a provision sound 
level meter using the "A’’ weight¬ 
ing scale and the meter response 
function set to “SLOW." 

(0 "Local Amblont" is the lowest 
sound level repeating itself during 
a two minute period as measured 
with a precision sound level meter, 
using slow response and “A” 
weighting as determined with the 
noise source at issue silent, and in 
the same location as the measure¬ 
ment of the noise level of the source 
or sources at issue. However, in 
no case shall the local ambient be 
considered or determined to be less 
than (1) 30 db for interior noise in 
Section III; (2) 40 db in all other 
sections. 

(g) "Paraon” shall mean a person, 
firm, association, co-partnership, 
joint venture, corporation, or any 
entity, public or private in nature. 

(h) "Vahlcla" is any device by which 
any person or property may be 
propelled, moved, or drawn upon a 
highway or street. 

(i) "Proparty Plana" is a vertical plane 
including the property line which 
determines the property boundaries 
in space. 

(j) “Emarganclaa” are essential 
activities necessary to restore, pre¬ 
serve, protect or save lives or prop¬ 
erty from imminent danger of loss 
or harm, or work by private or 
public utilities in restoring service. 


(k) "Sound Amplifying Equlpmant" 

“Sound Amplifying equipment" 
means any machine or device for 
the amplification of the human 
voice, music or any other sound. 
“Sound amplifying equipment" 
shall not include warning device 
on authorized emergency vehicles 
or horns or other warning devices 
on any vehicle use only for traffic 
safety purposes. 

(l) "Decipherable" Sounds are deci- 
perable if they are of sufficient 
level that words or musical tunes 
can be made out or recognized 
bv a person of normal hearing. 

SECTION 5102. Residential Prop 
arty Nolee Limits. 

(a) No person shall produce, suffer 
or allow to be produced by any 
machine or device, or any combina¬ 
tion of same, on residential prop¬ 
erty, a noise level more than 6 
db above the local ambient at 
any point outside of the property 
plane. 

(b) No person shall produce, suffer or 
allow to be produced by any 
machine, device, or any combina¬ 
tion of same, on multi-residential 
property, a noise level which ex¬ 
ceeds 6 db above the local am¬ 
bient three feet from any wall, 
floor, or ceiling inside any dwelling 
unit on the same property, open 
or closed doors or windows, ex¬ 
cept within the dwelling unit in 
which the noise source or sources 
may be located. 

SECTION 5103 Commsrclal and In¬ 
dustrial Proparly Nolas. No person shall 
produce, suffer or allow to be produced 
by any machine or device, or any 
combination of same, on commercial or 
industrial property, a noise level more 
than 8 db above the local ambient 
at any point outside of the property 
plane. 

SECTION 5104. Public Proparty 
Nolaa Limits 

(a) No person shall produce, suffer 
or allow to be produced by any 
machine or device, or any combina¬ 
tion of same, on public property, 
a noise level more than 15 db 
above the local ambient at a dis¬ 
tance of 25 feet or more, unless 
otherwise provided in this chapter. 

(b) Performances using sound ampli¬ 
fying equipment and special events 
shall not exceed 60 db measured 
at a distance of 50 feet from the 
source without an exemption issued 
by the City Administrator or his 
designee. These exemptions must 
consider the standards of Section 
5106 and 5109. The exemption 
permit must be obtained in addi¬ 
tion to any other permit or^ 
icense. 

(c) Vehicle horns, or other devices 
primarily intended to create a loud 
noise lo r warning purposes, shall 
not be used when the vehicle is at 
rest, or when a situation endanger¬ 
ing life, health, or property is not 
imminent, without a valid noise 
permit. 

SECTION 5105. Special Provisions. 

(i) Daytime exceptions. Any noise 
source which does not produce a 
noise level exceeding 80 db at a 
distance of 25 feet under its most 
noisy condition of use shall be 
exempt from the provisions of Sec¬ 
tions 5102, 5103 and 5104, between 
the hours of 7:00 a.m. and 9:00 
p.m. daily except Sundays and 
holidays, when the exemption here¬ 
in shall apply between 10:00 a.m. 
and 6:00 p.m. 

(b) Emsrgsnclss. Emergencies are 
exempt from this chapter. 

(c) Construction. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of this chap¬ 
ter, between the hours of 7:00 a.m. 
and 7:00 p.m. daily except Sundays 
and holidays when the exemption 
herein shall apply between 10:00 
a.m. and 6:00 p.m., construction, 
alteration or repair activities which 
are authorized by a valid city per¬ 
mit shall be allowed if the noise 
level at any point outside the 
property plane shall not exceed 
8 f db . 

Section 5106. Schools, Hospltsls 

snd Churchss. It is unlawful for any 
person to create any noise on any street, 
sidewalk, or public place adjacent to any 
school, institution of learning, or church 
while the same is in use or adjacent to 
any hospital, which noise unreasonably 
interferes with the workings of such

institution or which disturbs or unduly 
annoys patients in the hospital, provided 
conspicuous signs are displayed in such 
streets, sidewalk or public place indi¬ 
cating the presence of a school, church 
or hospital. 

Section 5107. Motor Drlvon Vohlclos. 

It is unlawful for any person to oper¬ 
ate any motor driven vehicle within the 
city in such a manner that a reason¬ 
able person of normal sensitiveness re¬ 
siding in the area is caused discom¬ 
fort or annoyance, provided, however, 
any such vehicle which is operated upon 
any public highway, street, or right- 
of-way shall be excluded from the pro¬ 
visions of this section. 

Section 5108. Exception Pormlta. If 
the applicant can show to the City Ad¬ 
ministrator or his designee that a dili¬ 
gent investigation of available noise 
abatement techniques indicates that im¬ 
mediate compliance with the requirements 
of this chapter would be impractical 
or unreasonable, a permit to allow ex¬ 
ception from the provisions contained in 
all or a portion of this chapter may be 
issued, with appropriate conditions to 
minimize the public detriment caused by 
such exceptions. Any such permit shall 
be of as short duration as possible 
up to three months, but renewable upon 
a showing of good cause, and shall be 
conditioned by a schedule for com¬ 
pliance and details of methods there¬ 
fore in appropriate cases. Any person 
aggrieved with the decision of the City 
Administrator or his designee may appeal 
to the City Council for final determina¬ 
tion. 

Section 5109. General Nolaa Regula- 

tlona. Notwithstanding any other pro¬ 
vision of this chapter, and in addi¬ 
tion thereto, it shall be unlawful for 
any person to willfully make or con¬ 
tinue, to cause to be made or con¬ 
tinued, any loud, unnecessary, or un¬ 
usual noise which unreasonably disturbs 
the peace and quiet of any neighbor¬ 
hood or which causes discomfort or an¬ 
noyance to any reasonable person of 
normal sensitiveness residing in the area. 
The standards which shall be considered 
in determining whether a violation of 
the provisions of this section exists 
shall include, the following: 

(a) The volume pitch and intensity of 
the noise 

(b) The duration and frequency of oc¬ 
currence of the noise 

(c) Whether the nature of the noise 
is typical or atypical of the area 

(d) Whether the origin of the noise is 
natural or unnatural, controllable 
or uncontrollable 

(e) The volume and intensity of the 
background noise 

(0 The proximity of the noise to 
residential sleeping facilities 

(g) The nature and zoning of the 
area within which the noise emanates 

(h) The time of the day or night the 
noise occurs 

(i) Whether the noise is recurrent, 
intermittent, or constant 

0) Whether the noise is produced by 
a commercial or non-commercial 
activity 

(k) Whether the amplified sound is 
loud enough to be “decipherable" 
outside the property plane. 

Section 5110. Violations. Any persons 
violating without satisfactory cause, any 
provisions of this chapter will be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanoi and. 
upon conviction, shall be fined an 
amount not exceeding five hundred dol¬ 
lars or be imprisoned in the city or 
county jail up to, but not exceeding 
six months or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Each day such violation 
is committed or permitted to continue 
shall constitute a separate offense and 
shall be punishable as such. 

Section 5111. Violations — Addi¬ 
tional Remedies — Injunctions. As 
an additional remedy, the operation or 
maintenance of any device, instrument, 
vehicle, or machinery in violation of any 
provision of this chapter, which opera¬ 
tion or maintenance cause discomfort 
or annoyance to reasonable persons of 
normal sensitiveness or which endangers 
the comfort, repose, health, or peace 
of residents in the area, shall be deemed, 
and is declared to be a public nuisance 
and may be subject to abatement sum¬ 
marily by a restraining order or in¬ 
junction issued by a court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

Section 5112. Severability. If any 
provision, clause, sentence or paragraph 
of this chapter, or the application 
thereof to any person or circumstances, 
shall be held invalid, such invalidity 
shall not affect the other provisions 
or application of the provisions of 
this chapter which can be given effect 
without the invalid provisions or applica¬ 
tions and, to this end, the provisions 
of this chapter are hereby declared to 
be severable. 

SECTION 3. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the adoption of this Ordinance 
and shall cause the same to be pub¬ 
lished in the Sierra Madre News.
